WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt told his news con- 
ference today that he and Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill have 
been discussing a post-war pro- 
gram of world-wide freedom of 
the air under which all nations 
will participate in an interlocking 
system of airlines. 

Roosevelt said that he did 
want to put the government in com- 
mercial, passenger and freight serv- 
ive after the war. He said he 
lieved all air routes should 
operated by private concerns 
where it was profitable and that 
government operations shotild be 
reserved for a few lines operated 
at a joss purely by communications 
with new and distant territories

Australia Gives a Lead 


With the Fifth Victory Loan in sight, 
Canadians will note with interest that the 
Treusurer of the Australian Common- 
wealth has introduced in parliament the 
largest budget in the history of the country. 
It calls for the expenditure of $2,574,000,- 
000, about $220,000,000 more than the bud- 
get of the present year. The sum is more 
than half the national income. Upwards of 
half the total will come from taxation and 
statutory sources of revenue, the balance to 
be raised by floating loans and issuing 
treasury bills. In both the percentage of 
the national income required and in the 
proportion to be drawn from taxation the 
program corresponds fairly with 
that of Canada for the present year. 

The significant or for Canadians is 
that Australia is not counting on an early 
end of the war nor ceasing to expand its 

‘war effort. Though Australia is closer 
than Canada to an area of actual combat 
its fate is not more surely olved in 
outcome. This Dominion, like the Common- 
wealth, must do more next year than it is 
doing this year, and to make that possible 
Canadians, like Australians, must supply 
more money.

It 
embraces every group and every 
organization and every class that 
inherently denies the dignity and 
worth of the individual human soul 
jor endeavors to frustrate any ges- 
ture towards social justice because 
such gestures interfere with the

This vast and ancient body of re- 


action, then, is what is. arrayed 
against us, not just the armies of 
the Axis. And when we come to 


regard the war in the light of this 
undoubted fact, it becomes clear 
that the goal of totalitarianism, in 
the larger and more sinister sense, 
is not merely to promote a Nazi or 
ja Fascist military or political hier- 
| archy, but to prevent, by any means 
|the spread of that doctrine of

If our democracy, through this 
war, is not made to incorporate the 
four freedoms and to establish 
social security and social justice, 
we will have lost the war. 

That what totalitarianism, in 
all its ineredible ramifications, 
seeks above all to prevent—the 
establishment of the four freedoms 
and social justice 

Totalitarianism has found that it 
cannot prevent this establishment 
by force of arms. Its strategy now 
is to prevent that establishment by 
guile—by befouling and confusing 
the issue in the democratic councils. 

If totalitarianism can find seats 
in the councils of democracy for 
such people as Franco and Victor 
Emmanuel, its purpose will be
